Kegulations for entry into the Koyal 
Navul Air Service durine the winter 
months are chiefly dii'ii'ieiit from the 
former regulations in that tln'y do 
not require candidatrs to undergo a 
preliminary course of training at any 
private flying school on this contin- 
ept. Tills ni'w policy will prevail 
until till' Mew aviation school is open- 
ed at Toronto, probably next summer. 

The chief regulations for the ad- 
mission of candldateB in Canada from 
civil life into the Royal Naval Air 
Service for the period of the war or 
a limited number of years follow: 

"As a general rule candidates for 
admission must not be more than 23 
nor less than 19 years of age on date 
of application, and in no case over 
25 years of age. ICniployinent in the 
first instance will be for the period 
of the war, after which period offi- 
cers entered under these regulations 
may pass into the reserve tor a i;ir- 
thor period of four years' service, un- 
less their tern>B of service is extend- 
ed or renewed. The Admiralty re- 
serves the right of offering further 
continuous service, if their lordships 
sec fit to do so.

Additional Requirements. 

.•\pplicants will) satisfy these con- 
iliions will 111' Invilcil to appear be- 
fore the dln i lor ot naval tiervlce. or 
such other officer as he may appoint, 
who will Intervii'w each candidate, 
and examine credentials, which will 
have been furnished befurehand b.v 
the candidate. Details of the ere- 
ilentials required will be given In th<! 
application form referred to above. 
Tlioy will include reports from the 
headmaster of the last educntlonal 
establishment the candidate attend- 
ed, from persons under whofe author- 
Ity the candldales may liave lieen 
iliiriiiK the preceding several years, 
or from jii-rs^ms who are well ac- 
i|iialnleil with the cliaracti-r of llie 
(aniUdale. 'i'lic direclor of naval .ser- 
vice will di'clde llierefroni. on the 

suitability or otherwise of the candi- 
date with regard to his ability and 
character. Candidates will be re- 
quired to pass, at the same time, a 
medical examination according to the 
prescribed regulations as to their phy- 
sical fitness for navnl air service. 

Every candidale musi be In good 
health and free from any physical de- 
fect of body, impediment of speech, 
defect of sIkIH or hearing, and also 
from any predisposition to constltu- 
tUmal or lu'riMlllary disease or weak- 
ness of any kiml, and be in all re 
spicts well developed and a Rood 
athlete. It should be particularly 
noted that fulf normal vision, ns de- 
termined by Snellen's test, is required 
for candidates for the naval air ser- 
vice. 

While undergoing the course of In- 
structions in England, officers will re- 
ceive half flyluK pay in addition to 
I the pay of their flying rank. While 
i scrviuR in the lloyal .Vaval .Air Ser- 
vice officers will rank :.iiil laki' com- 
; mand according tu their grade and 
the date of their advancement to that 
grade. 

Officers' Rates of Pay. 



Officers entered direct from civil 
I life under these regulations may be 
i embarked in a ship of war at sea for 
I n definite period in each year in or- 
der to identify them closely with the 
Koynl Navy and for their seneral In- 
structions. 'I'lielr rates of pay will 
not be affected liiirliis Itiese periods 
except thill llicy v. ill not receive fly- i o 
InK pay.

his subject iiy referring to the presi- 
dential addres.'î of Sir Wm. ("roidie be 
fore the Urilish Association for the 
(iovernment of Science, delivered at 
Bristol in tS9S. On this occasion Sir 
William referred to tjie rapid draining 
of the nitrate beds :iif South America, 
and made an appeal to the scientists to 
step in and postpone this day of fam- 
ine to so distant a period that our sons 
anil Rrandaons may live without undue 
solicitude for the future. A few'years 
after this trumpet cull In 190G, a large 
factory was placed in operation in 
.Vorway, manufacturing an artificial 
product the ei|ulvalent of the Chilian 
saltpeter, or nil rate of soda, the best 
known of imported fertilizers. 

The extraeticiii of the nitrogen from 
the air can he divided Into two classes, 
first, for use ns fertilizers In the form 
of nitrate of soda, and second, tor 
the production of nitric acid, which 
is the basis of tlie monufacture of 
powder and all other explosives. To 
day we are more concerned with the 
latter on ai-count of the war. It was 
understood by Cerijiany tliat they 
would be unable to net Chile salt- 
peter from Chile In the event of war 
on ac count of Great Britain's suprem- 
acy of the seas. 

.NitroRen, a constituent of air, plays 
a grc-at part in the vegetable life. 
Plants are compelled, however, to get 
this nitrogen from the ground in the 
form of fertilizers, of which saltpeter 
composes a large percentage. At the 
present rate of exportation from Chile 
these deposits would become ex- 
hausted at the latest in HMO, and 
since tliese are practically the only 
cieposlts of the kind in the world, it 
became imperative for llie nianufac- 
lurers of nitric acid to look elsewhere 
for their raw produc-t. Thus It is seen 
that tlie fixation of nitrogen Is es- 
pecially vital to those countries shut 
off from these fields. 

Dr. Herdt then told of the histori- 
cal progress made in this process, ex- 
tending over a centurjr up to the pres- 
ent time, and how discouraging the 
first results were. At present there 
are four methods of obtaining this n'- 
troften from the air, Iml Dr. Ilerdf 
confined his remarks to that produc- 
ed by the electric arc. Me then gave 
a long, but very interestiUK account 
of this as W Is carried out commer- 
cially, making reference to his trip 
to Norway In I90B. In order to do 
iistlcp to the address, this will be 
i;ivcn in detail in a later issue of the 
Daily. After the conclusion of his 
address a very hearty vote of thanks 
was tendered to Dr. Herdt.

THE LIBRARY— ITS FUNCTION. 

What is the library? What a foolish question 1 The library is a 
place in which books are kept, of course. And to a great many it is 
merel.v a plaoe of bon-iioin whorf oiip lias to po to make iip work and 
refer to page after page of dry matter that is of no use in the world 
except to help in getting a pass. But to one who comes to the Uni- 
versity to study, to broadon oneself, it is a place infinitely of more 
value and importanec than merely making up reference work as- 
signed in the various departments. In the first place the reading 
room, in whieh is coiitnined the papers and magazines, is one of the 
most important features of the library. However, it seems that the 
periodicals and magazines of %e most interest arc those containing 
short stories and those in which the benefit lies only in momentary 
pleasure. Of this type are the Saturday Evening Post, Harpers, The 
Century, etc. Without doubt these magazines are fine, and it is not 
to be thought for a moment that story reading is deplored, but on 
the other hand, there are magazines of another type that should be 
read as thoroughly as the others. Of the latter type are the Yale 
h'eview, magazines dealing with the scienees, The World's Work, 
The Literary Digest, The Outlook, The Geographical ilagaziue, Cur- 
rent History, and many others that contain a fund of valuable in- 
formation that is of a broadening charaeter. It is essential that those 
intending to figure in publie life should acquire the habit of keep- 
ing up with the news of the day, with the soeial, politieal, indu.strial 
and erononiii'id aetivities cd" the world. It is only in this way that 
the miiul ran be trained to throw aside the trivial and thé worthless 
and to grasp those things which are really worth while, 'piese are 
the thin(.'3 that tend towards concentration. And it is a fact that ii 
absolutely true, that a man who expeets to use his heail instead of 
his body must assuredly master the art of concentration. For he 
who goes through life engaging in those tfaiings to which he has failed 
to give the attention necessary to their maater\', is the man whom 
society calls a sycophant or a parasite, for not having learued for 
himself he must cling to others. In political affairs he ia known as a 
demagogue, for not having assiduoiuly applied himself to the prin- 
ciples which he would represent he must feign to know them as well 
Bs methods for the alleviation of political evils. That is the reason 
that a young man should, while he has the opportunit.v, ehoose food 
for thought that is wholesome, and keep himself informed. ISuch 
articles as may be found relating to politics, statesmanship, liTera- 
ture, the drama, current history, criticisms, news of the day, in short 
euch as deal with anything relating to the development of humanity 
•—these should be read and studied for there is as great an education 
in such things as in any elass room study. 

The books in the library should not be considered merely for 
Ihe purpose of reading parallel to certain studies, but as a priceless 
treasure for the benefit of all who thirst for knowledge. One may 
jind there books di'aliiig with thousands of tojiics, history, biography, 
jioetry, literature, politics, oratory, travel, debate, seienee, religion, 
art, languages, law, and many others, all of which are tremendously 
important, l'iidiire to yourself two types. A boy who, having fin- 
ished his classes, randiles to (he store to buy a "dope,"' then takes a 
few pitches at the ernek, dances awhile, visits about ten other boys 
until siippi-r. pi-ohahly hindering somi-one from studying. Another 
boy, a:i soon as he has finished his classes, lakes a short run, and then 
goes to the library, reads timely articles and a few chapters in some 
book that will he an assi>t to him. Draw eonelusions for yourself as 
to the one that will more easily make a success out of life. A young 
man entering college, if he would spend two-thirds of his spare lime 
reading standard novels, by sueli nu n as Diekens. Hawthorne. Tliaek- 
truy, Hugo, .Maupassant and Seott, in his freshman years, then in his 
sophomore year take up history and biography, and so on through 
art, travel, literature, etc., this is the man who would be truly edu- 
cated. 

A wide fund of information, a deep knowledge of history, litera- 
ture and the scienees are invaluable assets to him who would write or 
speak or take u promiueut part in any public activity. These things 
begin where the classroom work leaves off, in fact, your studies are 
designed to place you in a position to read and stud.v to yourself. 

Take advantage of your opportunity! Your work is not over 
•with the tolling of the bell. Duty to yourself and to society demands 
that you go farther than merely obeying the mandates of your in- 
slriietorx, but that you equip yourself for your life work by ma.sterv 

of that work. Use some initiative and learn things for yourself.

become brittle. The crop is then ready to be harvested and the 
pLmtcr is cirefui to secure it before any autumnal frost occur, for tlie plant 
IS among the first to feçl its injurious influence.

LEADING BLIGHTS OF LITERA- 
TURE.— 4.— Farless Chickens. 

Farless Chickens wa.s one of the 
most brilliant figures of Victorian 
literature. His favorite hobby was 
chicken-farming; early In life he set 
up a large number of farms, naming 
his play after them, as "Hennery 
the Fourth," "Hennery the Fifth," and 
sn on up to "Hennery the Eighth." At 
the date when the latter play was 
produced Chickens was unfortunate- 
ly blown up at breakfast by one of 
his eggs, and died in great agony. 
"All Over .Mist" or "Up In the 
Clouds," his famous detective story, 
was printed while he was yet young, 
and was a Kreat success;; his pic 
tures of contemporary life, '"The 
Christmas Quarrel," and "The Cold 
Curiosity Dope," also won much ap 
proval. To amuse his children he 
penned tthe delightful little stories. 
"The Tails of Two Kitties," and 
"Squeak, Mouse," "David Hopafleld.' 
was perhaps the most popular of his 
novels; "Slick Chick Capers," a 
treatise on hen-farming, is still wide- 
ly read. Just before his death he 
seemed obsessed with the fever of 
coin-collecting, and hl.i stories "Hard 
nimea" and "Nlchol Has Nickel, 
Why?" make IntereatloK reading still. 
With the detective stories: "Start In, 
i'uzzle It!" and "The Crimes," we 
close this list of his fiction works. His 
book ot travels in India "Bombay and 
Run," Is perhaps less widely known. 
The following is a piece ot v^rse by 
Chickens, which was written at the 
early age of six months.
